Greek in 
Athens and Latin in Rome, A few 
years ago, when Dr. Gilbert accom- 
panied Bishop W. R. Lamburlh, of 
the Mi E. Church, South, as a mis- 
sionary from the C. M. E. Church, 
to the dark continent of Africa, he 
translated the African language into 
the English and the English into the 
African. 

Dr. Gilbert has traveled and lec- 
tured extensively all over the world, 
and is an honored member of a num- 
ber of International Organizations. 
He is at present Dean of Paine Col- 
lege, Augusta, Ga., one of the lead- 
ing schools of the South and a well 
known institution of the C. M. E. 
Church. Knowing of the struggle and 
efforts put forth by Rev. N. L. Smith, 
to meet the pressing needs oF the 
church, Dr. Gilbert has kindly co«- 
scnted to preach on next Sunday. 
December 19, at II o'clock, and at 8

Charleston, ,S. C— The . South il 
planning a revival m of old-fashionc-t 
Southern cooking, and with il the old 
time N'tgro cook — the best in tin 
w*ehi. any colonel will tel! you-^is 
Causing hack into her own. The 
French chef ha* been tried in the 
South, together with the French' wait- 
er,. But, except in a few rare in- 
Itances, they have [ailed to satisfy 
the peculiar demand! of the South- 
ern rpieure, or"" even of the louritrt, 
who, coming South, expects "dishes 
■tarty Southern, and iIk kiml of 
dining room service that the trained

The demand, for capable Negro 
cooks is greater than the supply.

LESSON FOR DECEMBER 19 

FALL AND CAPTIVITY OP ISRAEL. 



LESSON TEXT— II Kings tin, U, II 

GOLDEN TEXT-He that after beinr 
reproved herdenefh hla neck shall pud- 
Aanly ba destroyed. -Prov. 3:1. 

In tbe sweep of our six years' eyrie 
of study we prefer to consider thi» tea- 
son first and use (ha Christmas story 
(Luke 3:1-20) to Illustrate the km of 
Cod which Israel (the last ten tribes) 
so basely outraged ere It pasted Into 
oblivion. 

I. The Stiff-Necked People, w. 0-13. 
The fact (t. 6) of Israel'a captivity 
baa always appealed to the Interest 
and the Imagination a of men. The I 
cause of the captivity wsa threefold ■ 
(1) They "had Binned" (v. 7). It i 
waa not a tingle offense but a course 
of action which was performed (a) 
openly, "walked" {r. g). Fm 216 years 
following Solomon's reign they had 
been openly Idolatrous and trespassed 
upon Qod't grace, (b) "Becretly" iv. 
9), Ilcsea'a reign waa the una as 
that o( hi* 18 predecsiaorsj. Doubt- 
leaa he was a good diplomat and poli- 
tician, though hla vacillation between 
Egypt and Assyria brought ruin, but 
In God'a sight tbe secret acta and 
practice* of tbe people were open 
and known (Ps. 139:1-12: Heb. 8:13). 
Many today do In secret (hinge "that 
were (are) not right." A clearer Una 
of demarcation between the church 
and the world la aadly needed, I-) 
They wert consecrated to evil (vv. 
10, 11). To -cover our slaa Is not to 
prosper (Prov. 28:13), but If wa con- 
fess our (Ins God's Son will cover 
them by the forgiveness of hla - atone- 
ment IPa. 32:1-5: I John. 1:9). Israel 
cared not. however, for hla forgive- 
ness, despite tbe (act It waa he that 
"brought them up out of the land of 
Egypt." It la passing strange that 
Israel sbould io fully violate the ex- 
press commands of God (Lev. 20:1; 
Deut. 26:21; Ex. S0:3-o, etc.). Some 
claim they did not possess the law, 
It being of a later date, a lelf-evident- 
ly foolish proposition, but even so, 
how can men of onr time violate no 
many of (he plain precepts of tbe 
word of GodT Does tola prove that 
(lib Bible does not exist? The an- 
ewer to thlB query is a sufficient an. 
swer to the destructive critics. Israel 
"sets up Idols" (v. 10) and "burnt 
sacrifice" (see Deut. 13:11} which 
things they did "to provoke the Lord 
to anger." 13) They abandoned themr 
fielves io evil. As though to remove 
all possibility of reformation they not 
alone "served Idol!" {t. 12) but "they 
sold themselves In do that which waa 
evil" (v. 17).

The multi- 
tude of those who 
bow to hla com- 
mand la auggeat- 
ed by the fact that 

in the garden of 
Gethiemane ha 
might have called 
for twelve leglone 
of angela and they 
would have been 
given him; they are said to number 
ten thonaand time* tan thousand and 
thousands of thonaanda. 

We would speak of two Instances 
especially in which this shining host 
hss figured. 

The flrat has to do with the story of 
Jacob. Ha wag on bio way bkek from 
Hsran after an exile of twenty years. 
Thoughts of meeting Esau on the mor- 
row troubled htm, for he waa learning 
that "alna coma home to rooat." How 
beautiful to read, "And Jacob went on 
his way and the angel* of God met 
him. And when Jacob saw them, he 

aald. Thla la God's host : and he called 
the name of the place Mahanaim," I. e.. 
two hosts. The Idea which he ei- 
preaaea is thli: that while about him 
u his utile enoampment,.ail unpre- 
pared lo meet Baau- and hla -four hun- 
dred men of war, yet above him li 
God'a army for hla defense. 

The other Instance Is referred to In 
tbe Thirty-fourth Psalm: "The anyel 
of tbe Lord encampeth around about 
t hi- tu that fear him, and dellvereth 

them." .This Psalm seems to bave 
been written when -David waa fleeing 
from Saul. The night would bring. Its 
terrors for the little oompany which 
wsa with him, but Ma faith aaw tha 
mountains full of God's chariot*, and 
eipretaed itaeif In the word* we have 
quoted. It will be noted that he re- 
fers to the angel of the Lord who Is 
at the head of the heavenly array, but 
his words Include the vast mulUtude 
which campa about the aalnt- 

In this age tbe question may be 
raised as to whether such a truth has 
any Importance For us: Indeed some 
may even feel that to speak of angela 
puts a barrier between us and God, 
But it we will understand that these 
are simply hla messengers fulfilling 
tbe voice of hi* word, the difficulty 
vanishes. We have In mind a couple 
of Incidents which show that (bis 
truth may become of vital concern In 
times at danger. 

For example, the biographer of Mrs. 
John Scudder. wife ol the famous mls- 
aionary to India, tells of a moat inter- 
eitlng experience In her life. With 
hi-:- children ahe was being carried 
through the Jungle by native bearers. 
The lent had been pitched for the 
night and this frail woman with her 
babes was looking, to ber servant* for 
protection: but aa twilight deeperied. 
the roar of lions and Ugers began 
sounding through the Jungle and 
■truck terror Into tin hearts of tbe 
men. One after another took to flight, 
leaving Ihla woman and her children 
alone among the wild beasts. She 
prayed to God tor protection and It 
waa granted ber. Tbat ber danger 
was real la abown by the fact that ahe 
heard the llona and tiger* raising 
about her teat In the night; and yet 
no paw waa raised against her, and 
when the morning dawned her chil- 
dren were Bleeping In peace and safety. 
Her biographer suggests an explana- 
tion which la worthy of attention. He 
says : "There was an Inner circle ; for 
'the angel of the Lord encampeth 
around about then that fear blm and 
daUvBreth them."' i 

Again this subject la anggeated In 
the last entry found In the Journal of 
that Christian aoldlar, Chinese Oar-, 
don. A* la well known, he lost hla life 
In the siege of Khartum. The re- 
enforcements came all (» late, but 
nevertheless tbe faith of this man did 
not fail. He aaya In hi* closing entry. 
The boat* are with us— Mahanalm." 
It te Jacob's old word, and. shows that 
tbe faith or this Christian hero resitted 
that God had sent hla angela. It la 
true that Gordon lost hi* Ufa; but bo 
could lay It down In the confidence 
that it waa not because God had left 
httn arlthout protection, but that In 
the wisdom of bla'beavenly father hla 
death wa* permllted.

DECEMBER 18TH FREEDOM'S LEGAL-DAY. 

Fifty years ago, December 18, 1865, the great Thirteenth Consti- 
tutional Amendment became a law. This amendment was no sudden 
reform; it came through a struggle that lasted for a generation. It 
also came over battlefields, amidst the groans of the dying, rather like 
a blast from hell than a boon from heaven. But now this great amend- 
ment stands as a monument to the presiding genius in tfW ttJtwhwH of 
the Civil War, and it also stands, permanently, as a result of the work 
accomplished by the efforts and speeches of Win. Llovd Garrison, 
Frederick Douglass and Wendell Phillips— and the cannon of General 
Grant. 

History has" no event grander than American emancipation ; it has 
no character whose valiancy lias reached such' high points of excel- 
lence as those of the unsullied hero, W'm. Lloyd" Garrison. 

The Abolition Society, the assassination- of Lovejoy, the John 
Brown insurrection, the Civil War, the Proclamation of Lincoln, all 
were stepping stones to the Thirteenth Amendment. This amendment 
is the fundamental proposition of all our civil and political rights. Out 
of it grew the educational privileges, and out of it came the Fourteenth 
Amendment, granting citizenship and making enfranchisement op- 
tional. . It was against this optional clause of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment that Frederick Douglass made a strong and manly protest. He 
-insisted upon another, or the Fifteenth Amendment, making the right 
to vote in any manner or form not dependent upon any conditions 
where race or color could disqualify. For the reason lhat the Thir- 
teenih Amendment is the first of the great war amendments, for the 
-reason, also, --that it places In our organic Uw the foundation of our 
freedom, we, therefore, should celebrate it. and regard December I« aj 
dating one of the most important events in the history of the Amer. 
ican Negro.

The undoing of the colored people of this country has been their 
disposition not to work together— a tendency on the pan of leaders to 
rule or ruin— an every body-lead -and- nobody- follow spirit. ' 

A great organization known as the National Association for th. 
Advancement of Colored People has been workin^and fighting for the 
rights of the colored people in this country ; theyTEve a membership of 
ten thousand, one-fourth of whom are white. They number among 
their official family great leaders in the realm of philanthropy and fi- 
nance, men and women of national and international reputation. Its 
president is one of the greatest of this country's jurist*, a man whose 
name means much even in the Supreme Court of the United States. 

A branch of the organisation has been working in St. Louis. They 
have been actively engaged in this city since September 1 in a militant 
fight against residential segregation. They have opened headquarters 
at PytruanTempte, 31 J? p ine street. At this place a stenographer has 
been employed to send out letters and assis.1 in the campaign for the 
education of the people and the -collection of funds. She has sent out 
4.000 letters of .appeal, and assisted in the distribution of 20,000 pieces 
of literature. She i, now sending special letters to all of the white 
ministers, lawyers, doctors, business men. etc. A list that will number 
5,000. This, that the truth might have a hearing among thinking peo- 
ple with regard to the segregatiwi question. 

Will the' people of this city stand by one organization and help ii 
to succeed? Or -will they have two organizations, neither with the 
Mrength it must have to accomplish the desired end.
